ONE OF the highlights 
was demonstration of the 
use of the new “Teaching 
lilachine,” a box to which 
rolls of tape may be fed in 
the manner of an old-fash¬ 
ioned piano. These tapes 
contain questions and a 
space is provided for the 
writing of the answer. Di¬ 
viding the two areas is a 
space in which the correct 
answer is printed, but cover¬ 
ed with a metal tab. The 
student may check his ans¬ 
wer after he has written it, 
by lifting the tab. 

At present the teaching 
machine is for individual in¬ 
struction only, but develop¬ 
ments are in progress to 
make this machine adapted 
for group use, as well as for 
inter- communication be¬ 
tween student and teacher. 

I MWS- YVETTE MILLER of 

the Pasadena School System 
illustrated and spoke on her 
experiences as a television 
teachers of Spanish. She 
spoke of the problems facing 
a television teacher in pro¬ 
gramming, in getting ac¬ 
quainted with technical 
terms, in working with the 
technical staff at the studio, 
and in planning the lesson 
so that several thousand 
students will feel that she is 
speaking to each of them as 
individuals. 

She has developed records 
and guide sheets to help the 
school teacher In preparing
